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NOTES  TO  THE  READER. 

I.  The  Astronomical  calculations  in  this  work  are  made  to  true 
clock  time.  The  effects  of  Refraction,  according  to  the  latest  im¬ 
proved  Tables  of  Bessel,  and  the  Equation  of  Time,  have  both  been 
applied  to  the  times  of  the  Sun’s  rising  and  setting;  so  that  the  Al¬ 
manac,  and  a  good  clock,  will  agree  the  year  round. 

II.  A  Time-piece  may  be  set  very  nearly  true  by  the  rising,  set¬ 
ting,  or  southing  of  the  Sun,  Moon,  or  Stars,— but  more  accurately 
by  the  Sun  (or  the  southing  of  the  Sun,  or  a  fixed  Star),  any  where 
on  or  near  the  40th  degree  of  north  latitude. 

III.  The  time  of  the  rising,  setting,  or  southing  of  a  fixed  Star 
may  be  carried  several  days  forward  by  subtracting,  or  backward 
by  adding  4  minutes  per  day. 

IV.  The  common  day  of  24  hours  begins  at  midnight,  and  morn¬ 
ing  (marked  morn  )  continues  from  midnight  till  noon  ;  and  after¬ 
noon  (marked  aft.)  continues  from  noon  till  midnight ;  this  should 
be  remembered  carefully  when  looking  for  the  times  of  the  rising, 
setting,  or  southing  of  the  Moon  or  Stars  soon  after  midnight. 


ECLIPSES. 

In  the  year  1879  there  will  be  two  Eclipses  of  the  Sun,  and  one 
of  the  Moon. 

I.  An  annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  on  the  22d  of  First  Month, 
invisible  in  North  America;  visible  in  South  America  and  Africa. 

II.  An  annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun  on  the  19th  of  Seventh  Month, 
visible  in  Africa  and  the  Indian  Ocean. 

III.  A  partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon  on  the  28th  of  Twelfth  Month, 
occurring  after  sunrise,  consequently  invisible. 


SEASONS. 

The  Sun  enters  <¥*  Third  Month  20th,  at  7h.  P.  M.,  when 
Spring  commences,  and  the  days  and  nights  are  equal. 

The  Sun  enters  Sixth  Month  21st,  at  3h.  P.  M.,  when 
Summer  commences,  and  the  longest  day  occurs. 

The  Sun  enters  =o=  Ninth  Month  23d,  at  5h.  A.  M.,  when 
Autumn  commences,  and  the  days  and  nights  are  again  equal. 

The  Sun  enters  VJ  Twelfth  Month  21st,  at  llh.  P.  M., 
when  Winter  commences,  and  the  shortest  day  occurs.

It  will  be  at  its 
greatest  brilliancy  on  the  18th  of  Eighth  Month,  and  30th  of  Tenth  Month. 

MEHCIJ  BY,— Mercury  will  be  brightest  about  the  14th  of  First  Month,  15th  of  Fifth  Month,  and  9th  of  Ninth  Month,  at  which 
times  it  will  likely  be  visible,  being  then  in  the  east  just  before  sunrise  It  will  again  be  brightest  about  the  28th  of  Third  Month, 
24th  of  Seventh  Month,  and  23d  of  Eleventh  Month,  when  it  will  be  in  the  west  immediately  after  sunset.

Anecdote  of  John  Woodman. 

A  few  years  previous  to  the 
Revolutionary  War,  there  fell  in 
Philadelphia  in  the  early  part  of 
the  Second  month,  a  heavy  snow, 
which,  deep  enough  every  where 
to  impede  the  progress  of  foot 
passengers,  had  drifted  at  places 
into  banks,  almost  impassable.

There  was  a  great  accumulation 
of  snow  in  that  narrow  place, 
and  here  at  her  very  door  was  a 
drift  barring  all  egress.

Patiently,  ear¬ 
nestly,  shovelling  through  drift 
after  drift,  he  cleared  his  way 
to  the  head  of  the  court,  and 
pierced  the  very  bank  to  the 
door  of  the  teacher.

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NICHOLAS  WALN. 

On  Third-day,  the  4th  of  the  Second  month,  1772,  Friends 
of  Philadelphia  were  gathered  to  a  youth’s  meeting,  held  in 
their  Market  street  house.  The  meeting  had  sat  some  time  in 
silence,  when  a  young  man,  not  dressed  in  plain  attire,  of  a 
remarkably  good  form,  of  middle  height,  well  proportioned, 
and  with  a  fine  shaped  head  well  set  on  his  shoulders, — of 
features  regular  and  manly,  but  not  beautiful,  and  at  that 
time  agitated  with  powerful  emotions,  left  his  seat  in  the 
middle  of  the  house,  and  advanced  to  the  preachers’  gallery. 
Surprise,  no  doubt,  was  awakened  in  many  minds  to  see  a 
youth  in  the  dress  of  a  worldling,  stepping  to  that  place;  and 
the  astonishment  was  not  removed,  when  they  beheld  him 
kneel  down  in  the  attitude  of  prayer.  The  congregation 
arose,  but  for  some  minutes  the  internal  agitation  of  the  young 
man  seemed  to  preclude  utterance.  At  last  his  lips  opened 
and  with  a  tremulous  but  powerfully  melodious  voice,  theta 
aspirations  burst  forth  : 

“  Oh  Lord  God  !  arise,  and  let  thine  enemies  be  scattered  i 
Baptize  me, — dip  me, — yet  deeper  in  Jordan.  Wash  me  in 
the  laver  of  regeneration. 

“  Thou  hast  done  much  for  me,  and  hast  a  right  to  expect 
much; — therefore,  in  the  presence  of  this  congregation,  I  re¬ 
sign  myself  and  all  that  I  have,  to  thee,  Oh  Lord  ! — it  is  thine ' 
And  I  pray  thee,  Oh  Lord !  to  give  me  grace  to  enable  me 
to  continue  firm  in  this  resolution  ! 

“  Wherever  thou  leadest  me,  Oh  Lord  !  I  will  follow  thee; 
if  through  persecution,  or  even  to  martyrdom.  If  my  life  is 
required,  I  will  freely  sacrifice  it. — Now  I  know  that  my  Ke- 
deemer  liveth,  and  the  mountains  of  difficulty  are  removed. 
Hallelujah! 

“  Teach  me  to  despise  the  shame,  and  the  opinions  of  the 
people  of  the  world.  Thou  knowest,  Oh  Lord !  my  deep  bap¬ 
tisms.  I  acknowledge  my  manifold  sins  and  transgressions. 

I  know  my  unworthiness  of -the  many  favors  I  have  received; 
and  I  thank  thee.  Oh  Father!  that  thou  hast  hid  thy  mys¬ 
teries  from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  revealed  them  to  babes 
and  sucklings.  Amen.” 

Slowly,  sentence  by  sentence  came  forth,  and  whilst  breath¬ 
ing  the  spirit  of  humble  supplication,  or  bursting  forth  in  i 
hallelujah  of  praise,  they  baptized  the  heareis  into  tears. 
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This  young  suppliant,  was  Nicholas  Wain,  at  that  time  one 
f  the  shrewdest,  most  promising,  and  most  popular  lawyers 
,t  the  Philadelphia  bar.  For  some  months  he  had  been  pass- 
'ng  through  deep  religious  exercises,  during  which  “judg¬ 
ment  day,”  as  he  was  wont  in  after  life  to  designate  that 
oeriod,  all  the  sins  of  his  youth  came  thronging  into  remem¬ 
brance,  with  harrowing  distinctness.  In  the  agony  of  con- 
dction  and  remorse  for  the  past,  he  resigned  his  own  will  to 
he  will  of  his  Father  in  Heaven,  and,  in  submission  thereto, 
le  had  attended  that  meeting,  where  he  had  now  publicly 
,nd  solemnly  dedicated  the  temple  of  his  heart  to  the  Lord’s 
ervice. 

When  meeting  was  over  he  quietly  went  to  his  habitation, 
there  he  kept  much  retired  for  a  time.  He  left  the  bar, 
;ave  up  his  briefs,  put  on  the  attire  of  the  consistent  Quaker, 
ind  in  fervency  of  spirit  sought  to  fill  up  his  measure  of  re- 
igious  duty. 

H  is  natural  peculiarities  were  of  such  a  nature  as  ever  to 
listinguish  him  from  others ;  yet  he  labored  harmoniously  in 
he  ministry  of  the  Gospel,  with  men  of  weaker  intellects, 
ind  widely  different  temperaments  from  his  own.  Strong 
;ood  sense  marked  all  he  said ;  he  had  an  acute  perception 
)f  men,  a  keen  sense  of  the  ludicrous,  and  a  nervous  consti¬ 
tution  of  mind,  which  at  times  led  him  to  actions  inconsistent 
with  his  usual  quiet,  staid  dignity  of  manners, — actions  which 
lie  afterwards  deeply  regretted.  Meek  was  he  with  the  meek, 
rat  to  the  bombastic  or  hypocritical  he  was  severe  and  sar¬ 
castic  in  no  ordinary  degree.  Humor,  at  times,  sparkled  in 
his  light  eyes,  and  the  reflection  of  ludicrous  thought  often 
Sashed  in  changeable  hues  over  his  cheeks. 

Since  the  days  of  dear  old  John  Roberts  of  delightful 
memory, — that  unmatchable  man  at  answers,  that  wit  in  drab, 
whose  little  memoir  is  the  delight  of  young  and  old, — there 
have  always  been  in  the  Society  of  Friends,  shrewd,  intelli¬ 
gent  men,  quick  at  repartee,  who  turning  upon  antagonists 
a  glance  of  sharp  intelligence  not  looked  for  from  under  the 
shadow  of  their  broad  beavers,  would  by  a  few  words  of  home 
thrust,  cut  down  dogmatism  at  a  blow,  and  leave  overthrown 
pomposity  to  die  of  public  contempt.  William  Penn  had  a 
large  portion  of  this  gift.  Some  of  his  controversial  writ¬ 
ings  are  full  of  that  sort  of  wit  and  quaint  humor,  which 
never  can  go  out  of  fashion,  so  long  as  man  delights  in  those 
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sudden  turns,  by  which  a  few  words  demolish  the  theories 
built  up  in  folios,  the  assertions  put  forth  by  intolerant  big¬ 
otry.  Cannot  we  picture  to  ourselves,  William  Penn,  stand¬ 
ing  as  a  prisoner  before  the  Recorder  of  London.  Hear  him 
answering  accusations  or  asking  questions,  evincing  his  full 
appreciation  of  his  own  rights  under  Magna  Charter,  his 
knowledge  of  English  law,  and  his  keen  perception  of  those 
points  which  would  most  perplex  the  Recorder  to  answer. 
There  sits  the  brutal  overbearing  magistrate,  a  legalized  ex¬ 
pounder  of  English  law,  which  he  was  violating,  whilst  at¬ 
tempting  to  brow-beat  and  over-awe  the  prisoner;  and  there 
stands  William  Penn,  contending  manfully  for  his  rights, 
calm,  composed,  and  evidently  more  feared  than  fearing 
Hear  the  Recorder  in  the  stupidity  of  error,  supported  by 
power,  exclaiming,  “  If  I  should  suffer  you  to  ask  questions 
till  to-morrow  morning,  you  would  be  never  the  wiser.”  A 
brighter  flash  of  intellect  kindles  in  the  prisoner’s  eyes,  a 
more  sarcastic  smile  of  innocent  triumph  curls  his  lip,  as  the 
quick-witted  thought  finds  words,  “  That  is,  according  as  the 
answers  are !” 

The  same  quickness  in  repartee  is  found  in  many  of  the 
earlier  writers  amongst  Friends.  Honest  George  Fox  had 
it,  it  flashes  through  Ellwood’s  Memoirs, — Thomas  Story’s 
antagonists  often  felt  its  point. 

What  more  apt  illustration  of  this  gift  can  be  found  than 
that  furnished  by  the  late  Miers  Fisher.  Thus  goes  the 
story.  Miers  whilst  walking  in  the  streets  of  Philadelphia, 
during  the  early  part  of  the  American  Revolution,  met  an 
acquaintance  dressed  as  an  officer  in  the  American  army. 
Miers  stopped  the  person,  and  taking  hold  of  the  sword,  ad¬ 
dressed  him  thus  :  “  Where  art  thou  hurrying  so  fast,  with 
this  thing  dangling  by  thy  side  ?”  “  I  am  going  to  fight  for 

my  property  and  my  liberty.”  Flash  kindled  up  the  eyes  of 
his  interrogator,  with  the  keen  spirit  of  sarcastic  rebuke, 
whilst  briefly  and  pungently  he  replied,  “  As  for  thy  prop¬ 
erty,  thou  hast  none; — and  as  for  thy  liberty,  thou  ow’est 
that  to  the  clemency  of  thy  creditors,  me  among  the  rest.” 
Off  w'ent  the  man  in  his  regimentals,  with  a  lesson  he  forgot 
not  soon  ;  and  the  smile  hung  long  about  the  mouth  of  the 
speaker  as  he  watched  the  defeated  warrior. 

Nicholas  Wain  throughout  his  life  was  noted  for  quickness 
of  repartee,  and  aptness  of  reply.  He  displayed  it,  when  at

the  bar  in  his  first  case,  he  had  the  lawyer  he  had  studied 
with  as  his  opponent.  His  old  master,  when  endeavoring  to 
reply  to  the  clear  legal  argument  and  close  reasoning  of  his 
late  student,  exclaimed,  “  Have  I  brought  up  a  young  eagle 
to  pick  out  my  eyes  ?”  “  No,”  forcibly  and  distinctly,  though 

in  under  tone,  spoke  out  Nicholas,  “  to  open  them.” — T. 
Scattergood  and  his  Times. 


Painfully  sensible  of  my  own  moral  infirmities  and  lia¬ 
bilities  to  error,  I  instinctively  shrink  from  assuming  the  office 
of  teacher  and  guide  of  others.  I  simply  wish  to  say  that  my 
ground  of  hope  for  myself  and  for  humanity,  is  in  that  Divine 
fullness  of  love  which  was  manifested  in  the  life,  teachings, 
and  self  sacrifice  of  Christ — the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life. 
In  the  infinite  mercy  of  God  so  revealed,  and  not  in  any  work 
or  merit  of  our  nature,  I  reverently,  humbly,  yet  very  hope¬ 
fully  trust.  I  regard  Christianity  as  a  life  rather  than  a 
creed,  and  in  judging  of  my  fellow  men,  I  can  use  no  other 
standard  than  that  which  our  Lord  and  Master  has  given  us. 

By  their  fruits  ye  shall  know  them.”  The  only  Orthodoxy 
I  am  specially  interested  in,  is  that  of  life  and  practice.  On 
the  awful  and  solemn  theme  of  human  destiny,  I  dare  not 
dogmatize,  but  wait  the  unfolding  of  the  great  mystery  in  the 
firm  faith,  that  whatever  may  be  our  particular  allotment, 
God  will  do  the  best  that  is  possible  for  all. — J.  G.  Whittier.
